AlSO INCLUDE TREES 


Grants o f land to the State 
Highway Co mmissio n fo r high­ 
way right-o f-way inclu d e the 
transfer o f o wnership in trees 
gro wing o n su ch land s, T. A. 
Dicu s, chairman o f the Co mmis­ 
sio n, p o inted o u t to d ay . 
It is the intentio n o f the Co m­ 


missio n, he said , to p reserv e the 
trees gro wing alo ng the state 
highway s and to p ro tect them 
u nd er terms o f a 1935 Act o f the 
General Assembly . Trees gro w­ 
ing o n state highway rights-o f- 
way will be remo v ed o nly when 
su ch actio n is u nav o id able to 
p ermit necessary co nstru ctio n. 
The 1935 Act makes it u nlawfu l 
to cu t, trim, inju re o r remo v e 
any tree, shru b, p lant o r v ine 
fro m the right-o f-way o f any 
state highway witho u t the writ­ 
ten p ermissio n o f the Co mmis­ 
sio n. 
The statem ent resu lted fro m 
attem p ts o f a timber bu y er to 
p u rchase trees gro wing alo ng 
Ro ad 120 in Elkhart, LaGrange 
and Steu ben co u nties, where 
right-o f-way was recently ac­ 
q u ired by the Co mmissio n. The 
right-o f-way grant u sed by the 
Co mmissio n, p ro v id es that “No 
timber shall be cu t o r remo v ed 
fro m said granted right-o f-way , 
ex cep t that which fro m time to 
time is d esignated by the State 
Highway Co mmissio n,” 
Ro ad 120, kno wn as the “Vis­ 
tu la Highway ” was an early 
ro u te between Chicago and To ­ 


led o , Aand 
p o ssesses unusua l 
scenic attractio ns d u e in p art to 
the fine trees gro wing alo ng the 
ro u te o f the highway . A num­ 
ber o f civ ic o rganizatio ns and 
ind iv id u als, interested in the d e­ 
v elo p ment o f this highway , are 
eq u ally interested in the p res* 
erv atio n o f its scenic beau ty . 
The State Highway Co mmis­ 
sio n, thro u gh its ro ad sid e im­ 
p ro v ement p ro gram, is engaged 
in the p reserv atio n and resto ra­ 
tio n o f trees and o ther facto rs 
co ntribu ting to the scenic a t­ 
tractio n o f the highway sy stem. 
This p ro gram inclu d es su p erv i­ 
sio n o f trimming by u tility co m­ 
p anies, so d d ing and seed ing the 
banks where co nstru ctio n has re­ 
q u ired cu ts and fills, p lanting o f 
nativ e trees and shru bs and 
similar activ ity . This p ro gram is 
financed in p art with fed eral 
fu nd s allo cated to Ind iana fo r 
that p u rp o se and is receiv ing in­ 
creasing su p p o rt fro m mo to r­ 
ists and the general p u blic.
